No official report has been re-| 
ceived, but the State Department 
instructed the embassy after hav- 
ing been informed’of the kidnaping 
by the Associated Press. 

Mexico City, Sept. 
Jacob Rosenthal, retired New York 
city business man, who came to 
Mexico as a tourist, is held prisoner 
by bandits who attacked an. auto- 
mobile party 40 miles from Mexico 
City late yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Rosenthal is described by his 
relatives as living in Woodmere, | 
Long island, N. Y. They say he is 
a capitalist who came to Mexico on 
a pleasure trip. 

Others in the party were Jack J. 
Zahler, a prominent American resi-| 
dent of Mexico City; his wife and 
Joseph Ruff, Mr. Rosenthal’s son-in- 
law, whois also a resident of the 
capital. 

Today heavily armed and accom- 
panied by a@ picked squad of Mexi- 
can soldiers, Zahler and Ruff left 
the capital for the scene of the high- 
way robbery with the purpose of 
trailing the bandits and rescuing 
Rosenthal. Federal troops from 
Cuernavaca are also scouring the

Variety of. Uniforms. 
Theré wéré uniforms in the pa- 


|tade dtawn from virtually every 


chapter of thé nation’s history. 
First, thére was the original uni- 
form of thé klan which adminis- 
tered summarily to the reconstruct- 
ing South—a plain white robe, with 
a red circléd design over the left 
breast and the cone-shaped white 
hood, the mask rolled up beneath 
it. Then there were the flaming 
green robes of some of the grand 
dragons, with the likeness of the 
monéstér embroideréd on . their 
breast and on their hood; the flery 
red burnished gold costumés of the 
dragons of other Statés; the exalt- 
ed cyclops and field representatives 
in their robes of somber red, with 
Plain designs of their rank. 

From this the robes and uniforms 
khew no bounds of design. The 
New York delegation was headed 
by a platoon of fascisti-attired men 
—or rather they suggested that, 
They wore a very dark gray that 
Was almost. black, knickéfs and 
shirts with biack ptittees and rakish 
alpiné hats, with a feather stuck 
on the left upturned side. 


Women Nattily Attired. 


There wass a Zouavé band with 
blue fez, blue capes and- reddish 
brown knickets with a blue sash 
wrapped across their breast and 
around their waist; men in over- 
seds helmets and uniforms of 
khaki, and others deviating from 
the rigid khaki to mixtures of red 
and gray and dark brown. 

But it was the Women who séem- 
ingly vied in style of klan regalia. 
There were countless numbers of 
them who wore the plain white 
robe , but there were nattily attired 
teams among the others. From 
Pennsylvania there came a deléga- 
tion of them wearing pale blue cam- 
paign hats and pale blue capes that 
blended easily with the white of 
their dress. Following them were 
their sisters from the same State 
with broad, upturnéd hats of yel- 
low and capes to match. 

There was a float in the New 
Jersey contingent, gaily decorated 
and with a pretty girl representing 
‘*‘Miss 100 Per Cent America.’’ She 
héld an open Bible in her hands, as 
did one of the men marchers.

Rudolph Valentino's name was 
brought into the discussion when 
the speaker declared that the dead 
movie shiek was a Mason, but that 
when his mind was drugged an 
“‘unbidden priest’’ came to him and 
administered the _ rites of that 
church. 

No Fight on Catholicism. 

The klan will bring about legis- 
letion within the next two vears for 
the total exclusion of immigrants, 
the speaker declared, who was taken 
as _referring to fundamentalism 
when he said the klanin four years 
would have ‘‘the Bible and the 
American flag placéd in all of the 
public schools.”’ The klan has no 
fight and is not concerned with 
Catholicism, the speaker. declared, 
but was pledged to purge its ‘‘in- 
fluence from the American body 
politic.’’ 

The. Protestants founded this 


country, he declared. in order to | 
be free of church dominance in pol- 
itics. George Washington, he con- 
tinued, was a Mason at a time when 
“it was worth a man’s life to be 
known as such,’’ and there was not 
a Catholic in the Revolutionary 
army. He cited a purported statute 
of pioneer Massachusetts barring 
Catholic preachings and designed 
to bring .about the expulsion of 
priests who were ‘‘fomenting dis- 
loyaltv among the Indians.’’ 
History has shown, he declared, 
that wherever the Catholic church 
predominates in politics the people 
are held in intellectual and material 
slavery. This is the trouble in Mex- 
ico today, he asserted, ‘‘but, thank 


God, that country has seen the 
light.”’ 

The “Church of Rome’ has been 
receiving $110,000,000 annually 
from that country, he declared, but 
President Calles and his govern- 
ment have decided to keep this 
wealth at home to distribute among 
its own people. ‘‘Quite naturally, 
the Pope objects,’ he declared. 

Telling of the origin of the klan 
and its mission, thg speaker de- 
¢(lared that it was ‘‘masonry in ac- 
tion.” 

“We will welcome the Catholics 
when they give their allegiance to 
God and the Stars and Stripes, but 
never before,’’ he declared amid 
wild applause. 

An alien registration act was 


cited as the order's immediate leg- 
islative goal. 


World Court Held Catholic. 


Discussing the world court. the 
speaker said it was significant that 
there had been no Catholic voice in 
the opposition to it. Eighty per 
cent of the court proper is made up 
of those of Catholic faith, he con- 
tinued, while 70 per cent of the 
league of nations council is consti- 
tuted of those of that faith. In the 
assembly there are 192 Catholics 
end 94 Protestants. Referring to 
the Haitian member, he declared: 

“We will never let a negro sit in 
judgment of America in interna- 
tional questions.”’ 

Klansmen made Senators Trdém- 
mell, of Florida, and Gooding, of 
Idaho,. see the light, he declared, 
referring to their recent statements 
that they felt differently toward 
the world court, and he cited the 
defeat of world court senators in 
other States as achievements, in 
measure at least of the klan. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, was de- 
scribed as a ‘“‘stalwart American.”’ 
The nomination, equivalent to elec- 
tion, of Hugo Black, as senator 
from Alabama, was Lape ited as a 
klan victory. 

Another neeahink. a high State 
government official, declared that 
aside from Governor Smith’s relig- 
ion “his melting pot ideas makes 
the klan his foe.’’ 

This speaker said ‘‘racial integ- 
rity’’ was the klan’s goal. This 
meant the integrity of the white 
race, the colored races and other 
races, it worked for all races as 
much as it did for one, he ex- 
plained. 

A third speaker who presided at 
the meeting said the marching 
steps of the klansmen on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue in the afternoon had 
heen ‘heard in  Philadetphia.”’ 
The klan had been denied permis- 
sion to parade there. 

But the day is coming when,the 
klan will march down ‘Broad 
street,’’ he declared, and “if the 
present mayor will not let us pa- 
Trade we will get one who will.”

Union station facilities Aelt the 
influence of the influx of. klans- 
men. The telephone station repcrt- 
ed yesterday 75 per centmore ¢alls 
than usual. The information booth 
was swamped with 50 per cent more 
inquiries. iven the  bootblack 
stand had an enormously increased 
business. Many persons were han- 
dled by the official klan informa- 


tion booths in the train shed of the 


terminal. 


The klan robes around the Union 
station caused one small boy of 4 
years much concern. He had just 
recovered from an operation and 
the white robes caused memories of 
the gowns worn by the surgeons at

RELATIONS WITH CUBA. 


Announcement is made that Cuba proposes 
to enact a new customs tariff, protecting com-

DEVELOPING THE MERCHANT MARINE. 


In order to obtain an idea of the best quali- 
fied public sentiment on the subject of develop- 
ing and maintaining the American merchant 
marine, so that a report may be made to Con- 
gress, the Shipping Board has prepared three 


questions to be submitted to chambers of com- 
merce, ship operators and others interested in 
commerce and shipping. These questions are: 


A. Do you favor an American :-merchant 
marine operated (1) through private 
capital and under private ownership, or 
(2) through construction, operation and 
ownership by the government? 

What method do you advocate for 
the purpose of enabling American flag 
ships to compete with foreign flag ships 
in commerce to and from the United 
States? 


C. In addition to the foregoing please 
submit agy other or further suggestions 
or data you deem pertinent to the issue 
presente by the resolution. 

The first question will probably throw little 
light on the situation. Theoretically the mer- 
chant marine should be owned and operated 
by private enterprise, so far as commerce is 
concerned; but the question of employing the 
merchant marine as an auxiliary of the navy 
in time of war must also be considered, and 
then the theory of exclusive private ownership 
and operation of the merchant marine must be 
qualified with the proviso that the entire fleet 
should be so constituted as to be available for 
the government in time of war, with a per- 
sonnel capable of rendering war service. The 
merchant marine, in short, should be a part 
of the United States naval reserve. 

The second question involves many consid- 
erations. Wages are high in the United States, 
and the shipping laws require American ship 
operators to pay high wages. If a direct sub- 
sidy can not be paid to every ship operating 
under the American flag, according to its size, 
speed and services rendered, then it might be 
possible to make a government allowance to 
all American-flag ships for the purpose of 
equipping it for emergency war service and 
also for the drilling of officers and crews in 
the rudiments of naval warfare. The mer- 
chant marine will surely be commandeered at 
the beginning of war. Why not have it ready 
for war service always? The recognition of 
the national defense value of the merchant 
marine should be materialized by appropria- 
tions for constituting the merchant marine a 
naval reserve fleet. 

Another method of assisting the merchant 
marine would be to’ place army transports in 
reserve, ready for emergencies and turn over 
the ordinary transport of soldiers, supplies, 
&c., to commercial lines, thus enabling. them 
to count upon a moderately profitable steady 
business. The cost of operating army trans- 
ports is very large, and the vessels are not 
economical. They should not be done away 
with, as they would be badly needed in case 
of war; but there is no apparent reason why 
the War Department should not contract with 
commercial lines tor the every-day transpor- 
tation of men»and supplies. 

An amplification of the laws relating to pay 
for ocean mail service would encourage Amer- 
ican shipping. Vessels of great speed are 
scarce. Why should not added inducements 
be offered by the government for the operation 
of fast mail steamers? Such vessels would be 
especially useful in time of war.

In these days of swimming contests across 
the English channel from France to England, 
tennis matches in Paris and Wimbledon, flights.

in Colorado Springs passed off with little notice 
from the outside.

Colorado Springs is the home for superan- 
nuated printers. It is an ideal spot in which the 
old-timers, and especially the wanderers of 
the craft, are spending the days until ‘‘30”’ 
shall be marked at the end of their last 
“‘takes.’’ The home was built by the printers 
themselves, and there are Many among those 
living who “cashed in ‘‘strings’” as a contribu- 
tion to the fund which made the home possible. 

Like the Sargasso sea, which is believed to 
be the haven of every ship missing since the 
Flying Dutchman, Phil Vanderdecken master, 
disappeared with all his crew, so the Colorado 
Springs home is the haven for all those “tramp 
printers’’ who once roamed from coast to 
coast with. their printer’s rule and a few 
shirts and socks as baggage. The typesetting 
machines drove this picturesque species of 
journeyman from the labor market. Scarcely 
one of them has been seen along the old-time 
routes-for a quarter of a century. Following

use of the linotype, they were to.be found 
periodically in every city as well as in every 
village that supported a weekly newspaper or 
a job office. . ; 

The tramp printer might stay on the job as 
long as a month, but usually the first pay day 
found him suffering from the urge for new 
scenes and a change of climate. He measured 
his “‘dupes,’’ cashed in his string, and was off. 

These men were in no sense tramps of the 
country road variety. They were craftsmen 
of the first rank in many instances. 
the best known Of ali of them was George . 
Arensburg, who in his day held the record for 
setting more thousands ‘‘ems” “solid nonpareil”’ 
in ten hours than any other printer who ever 
stood in front of a case.

PROTECTING THE MAILS. 


Railway postal clerks need no command 
from postal authorities to shoot to kill, ner. 
monetary reward for capture of mail car ban- 
dits as an incentive to protect the property in 
their custody from theft. There is no more 
loyal body of men in the public service today 
than the clerks in charge of the railroad mails. 
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with the command “hands up” get the “drop” ,

Railway postal clerks must occupy every 
moment of their time at their allotted task.

States have again thrown down the gauntlet to 
the railway mail service to hold up postal 
cars at every possible chance and attempt to 
steal valuable registered letters,” then the 
Postofice Department should appeal for a 
detail of marines to furnish protection. Postal 
clerks can not stand alert and armed and at the 
same time sort mail. If they keep busy at their 
tasks they are easy prey for gunmen. The 
Postoffice Department should provide an 
armed guard over the mails in transit. Mail 
clerks should not be forced @o fight dyels and 
sort mail also.. Their lives are placed in too 
great jeopardy by such a plan.

GASOLINE TAXES, 


Official reports show that last year the gaso- 
line taxes imposed by 44 States and the District 
of Columbia amounted to $148,258,000. In 


1919 they amounted to only $1,022,000, and 
were imposed by only four States. By 1922 
there were nineteen States taxing gasoline, 
the revenue from that source amounting to 
$12,703,000. 

In the fiscal year 1925 the government dis- 
tributed to the several States under the Federal 
highway aid system approximately $95,747,- 
000. The States expended $67,000,000 to 
match the Federal appropriations, while. the 
gross State incomes from motor-vehicle licenses 
and gasoline taxes amounted to $304,467,000. 

Thus the States received in 1925 from 
licenses, gasoline taxes and the Federal gov- 
ernment something like $400,000,000, and ex- 
pended only $67,000,000 on réads. Motorists 
are an easy mark for tax collectors. 


MR. SIMMONS’ PROPOSAL. 


Senator Simmons again announces that he 
and his party associates believe that the next 
Congress should immediately set about to put 
through another tax-reduction bill in order to 
relieve the taxpayers. Mr. 
that the Treasury surplus of 1926 plus the 


probable Treasury surplus at the end of 1927 
will amount to*$662,000,000, and that ‘this 
fund is. or will be, available for present re- 
duction.’’ The senator predicts that the sur- 
plus June 30 next will be about $185,000,000. 

The suggestion is made that President Cool- 
idge and Secretary Mellon are delaying an- 
other tax reduction proposal in order to make 
a reduction in 1928, just before the presiden- 
tial election. But there is nothing to “show 
that the President or the Secretary of the 
Treasury are conducting the finances of the 
government on a political basis. 

The financial figures for the fiscal year 
ended last June will give some idea of the re- 
quirements of the present fiscal year. For the 
last fiscal year total ordinary receipts were 
$3,962,755.690 and total ordinary expenditures 
$3,097,611,822. But in addition to these ex- 
penditures there was $487,376,050 for the 
sinking fund and various other items, making 
a grand total of expenditures amounting to 
$3,584,987,873. 

Treasury receipts for this present fiscal year 
will depend upon continued prosperity. Treas- 
ury certificates amounting to $452,879,000 will 
come due December 15 next. Treasury notes 


Simmons states 


| amounting to $355,779,900 will come due De- 


cember 15, 1927, and Treasury notes amount- 
ing to $668,201,400 will'come due March 15, 
1927. This makes a total of more than $1,- 
476,000,000 in interest-bearing debts that must 
be paid or refunded between December 165, 
1926, and December 16, 1927. Provision must 
also be made for disposition of the second 
‘liberty loan bonds in 1927, amounting to $3,- 
104,627,800. 

In the face of these facts it is difficult to 
see how any senator can propose another tax 
reduction measure in the next Congress, ex- 
cept for political effect, The country can not 
afford another reduction of taxes next year, 
and if one should be made it would later in- 
crease the burden upon the taxpayer.

CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING 


M. writes: I may have 
greet it, but I have never 
seen anything in your column 
concerning carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. 

Won't you write something of 
the danger of this gas from automo- 
biles, and from other sources, and 
the general pollution of the air on 
still days from the exhausts from 
cars, in addition to the danger in 
closed cars, buses and garages? 


REPLY. 


I have written on the subject 
many times, but if is important 
enough to call for repeated notice. 

Of the various forms of fume 
poisoning, carbon monoxide ranks 
easily first in the harm it is doing. 
The situation will not be met until 
several State laws have been pass- 
ed and are enforced. The people 
must change several customs. Many 
trade practices must be modified. 
All of this is a man’s size job, and 
it can not be done without publicity. 

Many people die annually from 
acute carbon monoxide poisoning. 

We hear most of fatalities due to 
illuminating gas and automobile 
exhaust gas. Most of the gas fatali- 
ties occur in bedrooms at night. 
Most of the automobile exhaust gas 
fatalities occur in closed private 
garages. 


Another source that is not gen- 
erally known is the leaky stove and 
furnace. Most of these fatalities 
occur in homes at night. 

The bathroom fatality due to 
carbon monoxide has had consider- 
able publicity. 

Chronic carbon monoxide poison- 
ing is less well known, it has had 
very little publicity. 

The chronic form of poisoning 
causes headaches, other aches, 
anemia, and a let of other symp- 
toms which are disabling and un- 
comfortable but seldom cause 
death. Among those who are es- 
pecially subject to chronic carbon 
monoxide poisoning are cooks, 
laundresses, men who care for 
stoves and furnaces, workers in 
public garages, men whose work

keeps them in tunnels, workers in 
gas plants, furnaces and rolling 
mills. 

The amount of carbon monoxide 
in the open air in a street jammed 
with automobiles is not great 
enugh to cause acute poisoning. In 
a badly ventilated vehicular tunnel, 
there may be danger of such poi- 
soning. 

It is more than possible that 
chauffeurs, and particularly people 
who ride a great deal in dense traf- 
fic, may suffer from chronic carbon 
monoxide poisoning.
